CORRESPONDENT hax resurrected 

an old subject—compulsory third 
party irisurance in Hongkong. It is) a 
timely reminder because more than two 
years have passed since it was last 
publicly “mentloned—an all-too charac. 
Yeristle example of Hongkong's laissez 
faire towards matters of importance. In 
October, 1947, the ‘Traffic Advisory 
Committee, which had nirendy gone oa 
useful way towards ensing the city's 
traffic problems, recommended, amongst 
other things, that Government. should 
introduce compulsory third party 
insurance for motor vehicles.

highways are cluttered with all sorts and 
conditions of vehicles in-the hands of a 
fairly wide range of drivera—from the 
dangerous tyro to the prudent expert. 
Many of them, of course, carry third 
party insurance for their own protection, 
but it is well known that numbers of 
them do not. Our road accident rate 
remains high, which is hardly — to be 
avoided in view of congestion of our 
highways resulting from a record 
number of vehicles using them and the 
swollen pedestrian population. The need, 
therefore, for protection both of drivers 
and pedestrians when accidents occur is 
too obvious to require emphasis. It may 
be argued that if compulsory third party 
risk were to be applicd in Hongkong it 
would encourage the desperately morose 
Chinese deliberately to involve himsclf 
In on accident in order to obtain financial 
compensation. It is a macabre thought, 
but net to be taken seriously inasmuch 
that any wilful attempt to secure 
monetary solatium in this manner would 
quickly be rejected by a court of Inw. The 
principal contention for compulsory, third 
party insurance is that it fs a necessary 
safeguard in o place like Hongkong, just 
as it ig regarded so in other parts of the 
world, including England, The time has 
long past for Government to introduce 
legislation covering the subject. Jf it 15 
not prepared to do 80, ft should officially 
tell tho public why, and at cast throw the 
mutter open for discussion and further 
consideration. We are open to be con- 
vinced thnt compulsory third party in- 
surance would not be in the general 
interests, but until then we strongly urge 
that it Ita subject that should be brought 
before Legislative-Council for debate, and 
especially -to find out why the Trafilc 
Advisory Committee's recommendation of 
nearly two and a half years ago has not © 
been adopted and implemented.

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TEMPER TANTRUMS © 


By G. C. MYERS, Ph.D. 


HE tiny infant may express 
anger at being unduly ham- 
pered by his clothing or when he 
is bathed and dressed. Subtly, he 
Jearns very -carly that crying, 
kicking or the like may bring 
him certain satisfaction and he, 
therefore, can easily develop a 
violent tantrum when his wishes 
have been thwarted. 


With enough reward of this 
fashion, nided and abetled -by 
the mere attention ond show of 
concern by adults during his 
rage, his tantrums can grow to 
be more frequent, prolonged, and 
violent. As he grows older, he 
may, during a rate, destroy 
things, throw them about or at 
fome person, Abuse, curse, or at- 
tack that person in some other 
way. 


When Growing Up 


Now a temper tantrum at the 
age of four, six or tenis not 
basically different from o fit of 
anger at the age of thirly, during 
which a wife may murder her 
husband, Most tantrums which 
pers}st in later life are of course 
Icss violent nnd destructive; yet 
many a youth (perhaps a parent) 
will, in x tantrum, prove himself 
almost any sort of social nul- 
sance, He may, for example, talk 
back to the teacher or boss or 
quit a job or game when things 
don't'go his way, -He may blow 
up in a sjudent council meeting, 
kick or knock things nbout, 
curse some person, refuse to 
communicate, or mny feign ill- 
ness, Any such behaviour ren- 
ders him a less-likeable, less-co. 
operative person and citizen, 


The first essential in preven- 
tion and correction of temper 
tantrums In the growing child 
are polse and ue}f-control jn the 
Parcnt, especially at the moment 
when the child is cnraged.

The two prelates are already 
responsible, under the Pope, 
for the Church's — foreign 
diplumacy, But under the pro- 
posed reform they would have 
the rank of Cardinals and the 
title of Chiefs of Section.
